WASHINOTON, Oot. 5.—The minority 
and majority repcnrts of the finance com- 
mittee on the senate tariff bill were pre- 
sented in the senate yesterday afternoon, 
and, with Mr. Beck's views, ordered 
printed. 


The report of the minority makes a 
document of twelve printed URges. 
It 
begins with the statement that in the 
preparation of the substitute for the 
house bill no member of the minority of 
the committee was consulted or informed 
as to its provisions until it was reported 
to the full committee on September 25. 


The minority recites the work of the 
sub-committee in hearing the "state- 
ments, arguments and appeals of manu- 
facturers and others who demand that 
the present hig^ rate of tariff taxation 
shall be maintained, and in most in- 
stances, prompted, not by any revenue 
necessities, but alone for the purpose of 
increasing their own profits at the ex- 
pense of 60,000,000 tax payers." 
Con- 
tinuing, they say: 
"It is safe to say 
that all the interests benefitted by a 
high protective tariff have been fuUy 
heard and have had much influence in 
shaping this substitute, while the great 
body of the people, the tax payers and 
victims of this policy, have not been 
heard." 


It is then said that the short time that 
the substitute has been in the hands of 
the minority has made it difficult to as- 
certain its effect, but the essential dif- 
ference between the house biU and the 
senate substitute is apparent and radical 
at the outset in the matter of revenue. 
The one is framed in the interest of the 
public treasury; the other in the interest 
of private pockets. 
The one is framed 
in the interest of the whole people; the 
other in the interest of 300,000 manufac- 
turers. 
The one is destined to reduce 
both government revenue and taxation, 
the taxation especially 
which bears 
heaviest on the necessaries of life; the 
other is intended not to raise public 
revenues, but to maintain private reve- 
nues by increasing and retaining taxa- 
tion on all the necessaries of life. 


The minority continues: 
"The advo- 
cates of the substitute freely propose to 
reduce duties or abolish them on those 
things which yield only government

THE SEMTE TARIFF BILL! 


Xh« Democratic Senat««« of the Pi- 
nance Committee PreaeiU a 
minority Report. 


revenue, but refuse to reduce or abolish 
duties on those things which produce 
jjrivate revenue. 
But the 
minority 
thinks it is safe to say that the chief re- 
ductions in tariff taxations, as provided 
by the substitute, are confined to the ar- 
ticles of sugar and rice, with jute and a 
few other unimportant articles put upon 
the free list, while there is an increase of 
duties imposed upon the 
multiform 
manufactures of cotton, wool, iron and 
steel—articles that the whole people, 
and especially the poor and most needy 
classes, are compelled to use. 
The sub- 
stitute relieves the non-necessary, to- 
bacco, in all its forms, except cigars, 
cheroots and cigarettes, from internal 
taxation, and gives free alcohol to the 
arts. 
Practically, the substitute offers 
to ttie people free whisky and free to- 
bacco, leaving aU the exi>en8Íve ma- 
chinery for the collection of revenue and 
enforcement of the law in full force, 
while it increases taxation upon actual 
and indispensable necessaries of Ufe." 


To illustrate their point, the minority 
cite the case of railway iron, where it is 
said the burden of tax is laid upon the 
entire trade of the country ultimately to 
fall with crushing force upon the agri- 
culturalist. 
In this case, they say, the 
house bill made a great stride for the 
farmer's relief when it reduced the tax 
to i$ll per ton. 


The minority continues: 
"The rods 
out of which tíie farmer's iron fence is 
made are not apparently changed in rate, 
but by various changes in classification, 
actual and important additional burdens 
are imposed. 
A reduction in the duti- 
able value from three and a half to three 
cents per pound weight accomplishes 
this. 
An additional size, number six, 
added without an apparent change of 
rate, does adroitlv increase the rate paid 
on wire rods oi this size from 45 çer 
cent, to about 54 per cent, and is an in' 
created tax on this one size of wire rods 
of nearly three hundred thousand dol- 
lars upon the basis of the importation of 
1887, and there is added a proviso by 
which rods smaller than numl^r six are 
classified as wire, and thus effect a third 
distinct increase of tax in this one sec- 
tion—and t-h^« is called part of a "sys- 
tem," and rightly so cwed. 
Steel in- 
gots, cogged ingots, billets, bars, etc., 
now pay 45 per cent, duty if valued at 
less than four cents per pound. 
By the 
substitute, if valued at one cent or less, 
they are dutiable at one-half cent per 
pound; and as some of these items were 
valued at seven-tenths of a cent per 
pound in the imports of 1887, the rate 
of one-half cent is an increase from 45 
to over 70 ixjr cent., and nearly a million 
dolían tax added by this one section. 


Cotton ties*alBO receive their careful 
consideration. 
It is not enough that the 
most formidable and insolent trust which 
ever laid its hands upon the throat of 
honest labor, threatening every class, 
from the poor colored cotton pickers 
whose W pounds of crop he could not 
get to miurket for 
pf ineans to wrap 


it, to the merchant and capitalist who 
had advanced t^e necessaries of life to 
sustain that labor through the season. 
To these come the proposed revision, not 
with helping hand, but other burdens, 
and the cotton ties which their own 
friends had reduced to 35 per cent, in 
the tariff of 1888 (one of the bright 
cases in a desert of iniquity) they omit 
by name, but include in a new classifi- 
cation, so that instead of 35 i>er cent, it 
must pay according to the valuation of 
1887 over 100 w r cent., adding nearly 
a quarter million dollars to tax on the 
imported ties alone, all of which is a 
loss to the cotton producer. 
Even with 
this they are not content, but still fur- 
ther tax the struggling agriculturist in 
this schedule by raising &e duties on 
trace-chains, and aU other kinds less 
than three-eights of fm inch thick, from 
2J cents which is equivalent to a rate of 
44.67 per cent, to 5 cents per povmd, 
equivalent to a rate of 53.57 per cent. 
Can|ingenuity go further? 


That taggers iron should be raised 
from 30 per cent, to 65 per cent.; that 
table cutlery for the poor should be 
raised by specific rates added to ad va- 
lorem; that knives for the poor should 
be heavier taxed and made cheaper for 
the rich; that 
breech-loading 
shot 
guns should be made cheaper for the 
two-hundred dollar grade and dearer for 
the fifteen-dollar grade by making each 
pay $10 and 4.25 percent, ad valorem; 
all these and more are no longer start- 
ling and prepare the mind for a thous- 
and other inconsistencies and discrimi- 
nations hidden by new and obscure 
classifications that only time and patient 
investigation will reveal. 


In the cotton schedule again, the 
great process of "leveling up" is called 
into requisition, to what end or for 
what pippose, who can say ? By changes 
in classification and by new subdivisions 
still further complicating the adminis- 
tration, and by changes in rates, in 
effect principally increasing taxes, most 
glaring inconsistencies and discrimina- 
tions are perpetrated in this so-called 
revision. 


In the woolen schedule the substitute 
not only retains a duty on raw wool, but 
increases the duty from 10 to 11 cents a 
pound on clothing and common wool, 
and the existing duty is retained on car- 
pet wools, which all parties agree are 
not produced in this country, and the 
changes made in the manufacture of 
wool increases the taxation and to that 
extent increases the cost of the manu- 
factured article, 
and 
especially the 
cheaper grade—the clothing of the jKwr. 


The minority criticises in a similar 
manner the lumber, salt, and provision 
schedules, and then discusses the sub- 
ject of "tnists" as follows: 


The present tariff is the nursing moth- 
er of the trusts. 
It is the wall behind 
which these combinations are fonned by 
which the people are plundered. 
Taiiíf 
keeps out the foreign competition and 
the combination suppresses the domes- 
tic, and the whole people are at theii- 
mercy and must pay whatever is de- 
manded. 
Language is inadequate to 
describe the iniquity of these coi-poia- 
tions against the rights of the people, 
or to depict their disastrous effects upon 
the general 
welfare. As the taiitfs, 
which render trusts possible, ai-e estab- 
lished and maintained at the sjMícial 
instance of those who form them, it 
would seem but simple justice as well 
as good policy to tear down as much as 
possible of their cover and refuse to 
longer 
aid 
them 
in 
wong-doing. 
They 
are 
not 
"private 
affairs," 
as 
has 
been asserted, but 
public 
evils of the gravest character, affecting 
the price of every article wliich contrib- 
utes to the comfort and support of the 
people. 
The provisions of the substi- 
tute favor them greatly, and will sei-ve 
to encoiirage their formation in still 
other branches of manufacture. 


Many of those belonging to the trusts 
appeared before the finance committee, 
clamorous for such legislation as would 
promote their interests. 
They aie all 
opposed to the house bill, which should 
commend it to all who condemn their 
methods. 
It is bad enough to peimit 
those who are most interested—manu- 
facturers—to appear before our commit- 
tee and suggest the legislation they wish, 
but surely we should not listen to the 
trusts and aid them to rob with botli 
hands. 


Tlie report then continues: 
"The 
minority can not pass by in silence the 
absurd accusation that the house bill 
means "free trade," the min of indus- 
try," and the "degradation of Ameri- 
can labor." These charges are as false 
as they are misleading. 
How the flow 
of surjjlus money into the treasury can 
be stopped without reducing the taxes 
which produce it no man can devise; 
how these taxes can be reduced wthout 
takiag off from the toj} toward the bot- 
tt)m no imagination 
can 
conceive. 
Therefore, it would seem, no man can 
propose to cut off excessive taxation 
without subjecting liimself to the charge 
of "free trade," because any reduction 
whatever "looks toward free trade. 
True government revenues might be re- 
duced by making duties so high as to 
prohibit 
importations altogether; but 
that is the other end of the road, which 
increases the taxes imid to private per- 
sons. 
If the fii'st method of reduction 
leads to free trade, the other leads to free 
plunder, which is worse. 


Republican presidents and secretaries 
of the treasury for yeans 
have 


warned congress of the accumulating 
surplus and advised the reduction oí 
taxes. 
Were they all free-traders, ad- 
vising the destruction of industry and 
the degradation of labor? The finance 
committee based its bill, which is the 
present law, upon the report of the tariff 
commission of 1882, and announced that 
it would reduce duties at least 20 ^ r 
centt.; yet all advocates of the house bill, 
whic^«duces only 5 per cent, are free- 
traders,^ so denoancÍBd by those who in 
'83 proposed a cut ia duties four times 
as great. 
It is safe to sav that there is 
not a senator in ^ i s body, or a man iu 


any way {»ominent in any way in the 
counsels of the republican party in the 
United States, who at one time or an- 
other, had not admitt^ the necessity of 
reduciz^taxes in order to stop the sur- 
plus. "They are, therefore, fi^traders, 
and desire the ruin of industry and the 
" n a t i o n 
f labor. 


_ Dhe minority report respectfully sub- 
mit t ^ t these are the enemies of Ameri- 
can labor, who supplant it with the 
labor of unnaturalize foreigners, when- 
ever that can be obtained cheapest and 
who receive by the law of 47 per cent, 
from the consumer in trust for the 
Amerian 
labor 
which 
makes their 
products, and fraudulently withhold more 
than half that trusl fund from its own- 
ers, and who also lessen and restrict the 
amount of labor by limiting production 
and markets by tariffs and trusts; and 
that those are its true friends who seek 
to shut off unnatural and heathen com- 
petition, 
enlarge 
its products 
and 
markets and to lessen for it the cost of 
the necessaries of life. The minority 
deny that tariff revision will reduce 
wages and conclude their report with 
the following remarks concerning free 
wool: 


"The minority are firmly convinced 
that besides the incalculable advantage 
to the whole country which would re- 
sult from the placing of wool upon the 
free list, it is easily demonstrable that 
no class will suffer, but that each wiU 
reap his share of the benefit. With a 
consumption of 600,000,000 poumds of 
raw wool in 1887 and a population of 
60,000,000, the average per capita con- 
sumption 
is easily reckoned at ten 
pounds, or fifty pounds to the average 
family of five persons, and the northern 
farmer, constantly exposed to the rigors 
of our wintei-s, consumes something 
more than the average. 
It requires 
from three to four pounds to make a 
pound of cloth so that from twelve to 
sixteen pounds of woolen clothing for 
the family will be seen to be a low 
average. 
This is now 
taxed from 
55 to nearly 90 per cent. 
The manu- 
facturer is not benefitted, because his 
finished product comes into competi- 
tion with the foreign product made not 
only from untaxed wool, but cheaper 
wfx>l. If the tax be taken off wool, we 
wiU import more wool, of coursc, and in 
no other way can our great "factories 
prosper, because their capacity is be- 
yond our own wool production. 
When 
';he factories are turning 
out more 
product the employes have 
steadier 
work and better wages and indirectly, 
of course, the whole country is bene- 
fited. 


'Under the house bill the manufac- 
turers, with free wool, secure even a 
higher competitive advantage over the 
foreign than under the jn-esent law or 
substitute. 
The manufactui-ers will ex- 
IX)rt woolen goods as we now 6X1)011; cot- 
ton and leather, and the demand for the 
WOLI will better the wool market and en- 
courage increased production, while the 
avei-age wool-grower himself will reap 
from cheapened clothing more benefits 
than he ever did from a tax on his pro- 
duct, which he must himself pay. 


"The minority, therefore, dissenting 
from the report of the majority, com- 
mend to the senate and the countxy the 
bill of the house of representatives. No. 
9,051, as a measure for the reduction of 
taxes based alike upon justice and good 
policy.

"He, at least, will not be accused of 
evasion or cowardice in the presentation 
of his views and recommendations. If any 
president ever satisfied the American 
people that he subordinated private ends 
to public interests and had the courage 
to express his convictions regardless of 
E 
ersonal consequences. President Cleve- 


ind in this message, in his veto of the 
dependent pension bill, and in his en- 
forcement of absolute integrity in the 
conduct of ijublic offices, high and low, 
has satisfied them that he is acting with 
an eye single to the i>ublic good." 


Continuing, Mr. l^ck says the time 
has come when even the colored men in 
the cotton-fields owe to themselves to 
ask General Harrison and his supporters 
what justice there is in forcing them to 
pay a few American cotton manufac- 
turers 47 per cent, more for their clothes 
than they cost in a foreign market, and 
for the farmers of the north and west to 
ask the same question. 
Mr. Beck de- 
clared it to be unparalleled impudence 
on the part of the republicans to assei-t 
that the Mills bill is a free trade scheme. 
The i^resident's message and the house 
bill; he says, are bbtn eminently con- 
servative. 
He is glad that the finance 
committee has gone to the extreme of 
.protection, restriction and destruction.

We never heard of but one grave-stone 
with the inscription, "Died of thin 
shoes." Who eoer saw on a marble 
slab the inscription, "Died of Heart 
Disease, caused by tight 
lacing?" 
Many such monuments with like words 
might be erected. If these marble 
shafts would tell the truth about the 
fearful wrecks over which they so pre- 
sumptuously stftnd, the world would be 
hornfied at the revelation. 


We have read of a monumental shaft 
around which was coiled a serpent, and 
upon the base of which was the inscrip- 
tion, "Died of Delerium Tremens." It 
would cost courage and position to put 
such an inscription on every tombstone 
where it rightfully belongs; but where 
is there a grave-yard which has not a 
place for one such moument? 


Hospital records sometimes reveal a 
startling set of facts. During the year 
1885 there were in the city of New York 
2,418 
delerium. 
tremens 
patients 
brought into one hospital. Among the 
number who died in the hospital of 
this disease was a'brother of one of the 
most ]>opiilar authors in America. 


Of this number there was an average 
of nine women to every thirty-five men 
for every week during the year. If the 
records of one hospitâ toll such a tale, 
what would the grave-yards reveal if 
he monumental marbles would only 
tell the truth ! And if such inscriptions 
would appear on every monument where 
they of right belong, they would hasten 
the doom of the rum trafiSc, and save 
thousands from the perdition to which 
they are hastening. 


The truth will flash out at last in 
burning characters before the g^eat 
white throne—why not write it now on 
the monumental stone ? 


Young man! before you put to your 
lips the cup that wrecks so many homes, 
breaks so many loving hearts, makes 
paupers of so many thousands of children, 
and sends so many thousands of men and 
women annually to a drunkard's hell, 
think how you would like to have a 
monument, a fac-simile of this cut be- 
fore you, with the inscription it bears.

A BAD RECORD. 


The last issue of the railroad Gazette 
publishes the record of accidents for 
August, and the exhibit is certiiiiily a 
disgi'aceful one when the fiwjilities for 
operating railroads in a safe maun or are 
for a moment considered. 
The (hnette 
shows there were a total of 222 railroad 
accidents in which fifty-six persons 
were killed and 202 injured. 
But six 
of these accidents occured on Indiana 
roads. 


There were eighty-eight 
collisions 
during the month, eighty-two of which 
came about through gross carelessness. 
The Gazette says the number of acci- 
dents is the largest recorded in r;ny 
month since January, 1881. The list 
for that month, however, apparently in- 
cludes a larger proportion of slight acci- 
dents, such as comparatiuely harmless 
deraihnents from the snow. The black 
record of Au^st, 1887, includes the 
Chatsworth msaster, but the present 
showing is bad enough in comi)ari80u, 
even after deducting the casualties at 
that section.

Que of the best known and most strik- 
ing figures connected with the Hayes 
r^;ime was C ^ . Thomas J. Brady, of 
Indiana. General Brady was a tall, 
well built, square shouldered, substan- 
tial looking 
of forty-five or there- 
abouts, with a f ^ not unlike that of 
General Grant. 
General Brady filled 
at that time the ofl&ce df postmaster gen- 
eral 
He was rich and hospitable, and 
coming from a doubtful state politically, 
was regarded as a possible nraninee for 
the presidency. 
His intimate iriend 
was ex-Senator Stephen Dorsey. 
T3ie 
clever work of these two gentlemen, 
aided by Messrs. Dudley and New, en- 
abled the 
republicans to carry In- 
diana in 1880, and thus made ix»- 
sible the election of Garfield. Soon 
after the death of that statesman the air 
was filled with rumors of expedited 
services—^rumors 
directly 
eflteoting 
General Brady's administration of the 
second assistant's office. The cases pre- 
sented were feo numerous that the gov- 
ernment was at last compelled to ti^e 
action in the matter in the form of in- 
dictments against Brady, Dorsey and 
several other 
contractors. The first 
trial of the "star routers," as they were 
called, resulted in a "hung" jury. A 
second trial followed, from which Gen- 
eral Brady emerged with a verdict of 
acquittal, but practically bankrupt in 
fortune. Many of the greatest legal 
lights in the country were connected 
with the case. George Bliss, of New 
York, and W. W. Kerr, of Philadelphia, 
represented the government, and 
Colonel 
Ingersoll, WOliam 
Shella- 
baiger, McSweeney and others the de- 
fendants. 


Within the next yearCksneral Brady 
disappeared from 
Washington and 
never returned. 


Several days ago a gentleman of this 
city, whom business called to a lonely 
and unfrequented part of Westmoreland 
county, Virginia, met General Brady, 
who is tilling a small farm, purchas^ 
by him in his more prosperous days, in 
the immediate vicinity. 
There was 
nothing in the general s appearance to 
distinguish him from his neighbors, all 
of whom belong to the class best de- 
scribed as small farmers. 
He learn^ 
that General Brady occasionally visit» 
Colonial Beach, a Potomac river summer 
resort, a few miles distant, to obtson his 
mail, but that he never minxes with 
the people there, to few of wMm he is 
even known by sight. 


It is scarcely seven years since "Tom"' 
Brady, as he was familiarly called, 
wield^ a greater influence in Wash- 
ington than many a cabinet officer. His 
aid was sought by men who felt that 
with him as tlieir sponsor there could 
Ije no such word as fail. His house was 
the resort of tlie gayest and best known 
people in the social world. Except the 
president, no man exerted a wider con- 
ti-ol. To-day a new generation, politi- 
cally speaking, has come upon the stage, 
and l)y these General Brady is scarcety 
known by name, while by the thousanite 
who courted him in his days of pros- 
perity his very existence is apparently 
forgott«!). So tiuickly do men drop from 
sight in this political Mecca!

'HE SENATETARIFF BILL! 


WASHINGTON, Oot. 5.—The minority 


and majority reports of the finance com- 
mittee on the senate tariff bill were pre- 


tnted in the senate yesterday afternoon, 


and, with Mr. Beck's views, ordered 
printed. 


The report of the minority makes a 


document of twelve printed Hflges. 
It 


jegins with the statement thai in the 
•reparation of the substitute for the 
lOUHo bill no member of the minority of 
the committee was consulted or informed 


i to its profusions until it was reported 


> the full committee on September 25. 
The minority recites the work of the 


sub-committee in hearing the "state- 
ments, arguments and appeals of manu- 
facturers and others who demand that 


ae present high rate of tariff taxation 
ball be maintained, and in most iu- 
tanoas, prompted, not by any revenue 
necessities, but alone for tho purpose of 
increasing their own profits at the ex- 
pense of 60.000,000 tax payers." Con- 
tinuing, they say: "It is safe to say 
hat all the interests benefitted by a 
ligh protective tariff have been fully 
leard and have had much influence in 
haping this substitute, while the great 
tody of the people, the tax payers and 
victims of this policy, have not been 
heard." 


It is then said that the short time that 
he substitute has been in the hands of 
tie minority has made it difficult to as- 
certain ite effect, but the essential dif- 
erence between the house bill and tho 
senate substitute is apparent and radical 
t the outset in the matter of revenue. 
lie one is framed in the interest of the 
mblic treasury; the other in the interest 
rf private pockets. 
The one is framed 


n the interest of the whole .people; the 
other in the interest of 300,000 manufac- 


HB. 
The one is destined to reduce 


»th government revenue and taxation, 
he taxation especially which bean 
leavietttion the Decenaries of life; tlio 
other is intended not to rail** public 
revenues, but to maintain private reve- 
nues by increasing and retaining taxa- 
tion on all tiie necaMaries of life. 


The minority continues: "The advo- 


cates of the substitute freely propose to 
reduce dnties or abolish them on those 
hinge which yield only government 
revenue, but refuse to reduce or abolish 
duties on those things which produce 
mvate revenue. 
But the minority 


hinks it is safe to say that the chief re- 
luctions in tariff taxations, at* provided 
jy the substitute, are confined to tltc ar- 
icles of sugar and rice, with jute and a 
ew other unimportant articles put upon 
he free list, while there is an increase of 
[utiett imposed upon the multiform 
manufactures of cotton, wool, iron and 
steel—articles that the whole people, 
and especially the poor and moat needy 
classes, are compelled to use. The sub- 
stitute relieves the non-necessary, to- 
>occo, in all its forms, except cigars, 
cheroots and cigarettes, from internal 
taxation, and gives free alcohol to the 
arts. Practically, the substitute offers 
o the people free whisky and free to- 
MCCO, leaving all the expensive ma- 
chinery for the collection of revenue and 
enforcement of the law in full force, 
while it increases taxation upon actual 
and indispensable necessaries of life." 


To illustrate their point, the minority 


cite the case of railway iron, where it is 
said the burden of tax is laid upon the 
entire trade of the country ultimately to 
'all with crushing force upon the agri- 
culturalist. 
In this case, they say, the 


iiouse bill made a great stride for the 
farmer's relief when it reduced the tax 
to 8H pei* ten. 
The minority continues: 
"The rods 


out of which the farmer's iron fence is 
made are not apparently changed in rate, 
but by various changes in classification, 
actual and important additional burdens 
are imposed. A reduction in the duti- 
able value from tliree and a half to three 
cents per pound weight accomplishes 
this. An additional size, number six, 
added without on apparent change oi 
rate, does adroitly increase the rate paid 
on wire rods of this size from 45 p_er 
cent, to about 54 per cent, and is an in- 
creased tax on thin one size of wire rods 
of nearly three hundred thousand dol 
lars upon the basis of the importation of 
1887, and there is added a proviso by 
which rods smaller than numlier six ore 
classified as wire, and thus effect a third 
distinct increase of tax in this one sec- 
tion—and this is called part of a "sys- 
tem," and lightly so called. Steel in- 
gots, cogged ingots, billets, bars, etc., 
now pay 45 per cent, duty if valued al 
less than four cents per pound. By the 
substitute, if valued at ono cent or less, 
they are dutiable at one-half cent pei 
pound; and as some of these items wore 
valued at seven-tenths of a cent poi 
pound in tho imports of 1887, the rate 
of ono-half cunt is an increase from 45 
to over 70 per cent., and nearly amillioi: 
dollar* tax added by this ono section.

as they are misleading. How the flow 
of surplus money into the treasury oun 
be stopped without reducing the taxes 
which produce it no man win tleviso;

armer, constantly exposed to the rigors 
f our winters, consumes something 
nore than the average. It requires 
rom three to four pounds to make a 
round of cloth so that from twelve to 
ixteen ponnds of woolen clothing for 
he family will be seen to be a low 
verag»'. 
This is now 
taxed from 


5 to nearly 90 per cent. The manu- 
itcturcr is not bcuefitted, because his 
iuished product comes into competi- 
ion with the foreign product made not 
only from untaxedf wool, but cheaper 
vwl. If the tax be taken off wool, we 
will import more wool, of course, and in 
no other way can our great ^factories 
irottper, because their capacity is be- 
ond our own wool production. When 
he factories are turning 
out more 


mwluot the employes have steadier 
work aud better wages and indirectly, 
of course, the whole country is bene- 
fited. 


"Under the house bill the mauufoo- 


urers, with free wool, secure even a 
ligher competitive advantage over tho 
oruigu than under the present law or 
substitute. 
The manufacturers will ex- 


wrt woolen goods as we now export col- 
on and leather, and the demand for the 
woc.1 will bettor the wool market and en- 
courage increased production, while the 
werage wool-grower-himself will reap 
'rom cheapened clothing more* benefits 
jhaii he ever did from a tax on his pro- 
luct, which he must liimsolf pay.

We never heard of but one grave-stone 


with the inscription, "Died of thin 
shoes." Who ever saw on » marble 
slab the inscription, "Died of Heart 
Disease, caused 
by tight 
lacing?" 


Many such monuments with like words 
might bo erected. 
If these marble 


shafts would tell the truth about the 
fearful wrecks over which they so pre- 
sumptuously stand, the world would be 
horrified at the revelation. 


We have read of a monumental shaft 


around which was coiled a serpent, and 
upon the base of which was the inscrip- 
tion, "Died of Delerium Tremens." 
It 


would cost courage aud position to put 
such an inscription on every tombstone 
where it rightfully belongs; but where 
is there a grave-yard which has not a 
place for one such monment? 


Hospital records sometimes reveal a 


startling set of facts. During the year 
1885 there were in the city of New York 
2,418 
delerium. tremens 
patients 


brought into one hospital. Among the 
number who died in the hospital of 
this disease was a'brother of one of the 
most popular authors in America. 


Of this number there was an average 


of nine women to every thirty-five men 
for every week during the year. If the 
records of one hospital tell such a tale, 
what would the grave-yards reveal if 
he monumental marbles would only 
tell the truth! And if such inscriptions 
would appear on every monument where 
they of right belong, they would hasten 
the doom of the rum traffic, and save 
thousands from the perdition to which 
they are hastening. 


The truth will flash out at last in 


burning characters before the great 
white throne—why not write it now on 
the monumental stone?

shows there were a total of 221 railroad 
accidents in which fifty-six persons 
were killed and 202 injured. 
But six 


of these accidents occured on Indiana 
roads. 


There were eighty-eight 
collisions 


during the month, eighty-two • of which 
come about through gross carelessness. 
The Gazette says the number of acci- 
dents is the largest recorded in .:ny 
month since January, 1881. The list 
for that month, however, apparently in- 
cludes a larger proportion of slight acci- 
dents, such as comparatiuely harmless 
derailment** from the snow. The black 
record of August, 1887, includes the 
Chatsworth disaster, but the present 
showing is bad enough in comparison, 
even after deducting the casualties at 
that section.

Olio of the best known and most strik- 


ing figures connected with the Hayes 
regime was Gen. Thomas J. Brady, of 
Indiana. General Brady was a tall, 
well built, square shouldered, substan- 
tial looking man of forty-five or there- 
abouts, with a face not unlike that of 
General Grant. 
General Brady filled 


at that time the office of postmaster gen- 
end. He was rich and hospitable, and 
coming from a doubtful state politically, 
was regarded as a possible nominee for 
the presidency. 
His intimate triend 


was ex-Senator Stephen Dorsey. 
The 


clever work of these two gentlemen, 
aided by Messrs. Dudley and New, en- 
abled the republicans to carry In- 
diana in 1880, and thus made pos- 
sible the election of Garfield. Soon 
after the death of that statesman the air 
was filled with rumors of expedited matt 
services—rumors 
directly 
effecting 


General Brady's administration of the 
second assistant's office. The oases pro-, 
seuted were so' numerous that the gov- 
ernment was at last compelled to take 
action in the matter in the form of in- 
dictments against Brady, Dorsey and 
several other 
contractors. The first 


trial of the "star routers," as they were 
called, resulted in a "hung" jury. A 
second trial followed, from which Gen- 
eral Brady emerged with a verdict of 
acquittal, but practically bankrupt in 
fortune. Many of the greatest legal 
lights in the country were connected 
with the case. George Bliss, of New 
York, and W. W. Kerr, of Philadelphia, 
represented 
the 
government, 
and 


Colonel 
Ingersoll, William Shella- 


barger, McSweeney and others the de- 
fendants. 


Within the next year General Brady 


disappeared from 
Washington 
and 


never returned. 


Several days ago a gentleman of this 


city, whom business called to a lonely 
and unfrequented part of Westmoreland 
county, Virginia, met General Brady, 
who is tilling a small farm, purchased 
br him in his more prosperous days, in 
the immediate vicinity. 
There was 


nothing in the general 8 appearanoe to 
distinguish him from his neighbors, all 
of whom belong to the claw beet de- 
scribed as small farmers. 
He learned 


that General Brady occasionally visit* 
Colonial Beaoh, a Potomac river sumtn«r 
resort, a few miles distant, to obtain? his 
mail, bnt that he never minoleB with 
the people there, to few of wfcon he is 
even known by sight 


It is scarcely seven years sinee "Tom" 


Brady, as he was familiarly called, 
wielded a greater influence in Wash- 
ington than many a cabinet officer. Hie 
aid was sought py men who felt that 
with him as their sponsor there could 
bo no such word us fail. His house was 
the resort of the gayest and best known 
people in the social world. Except the 
president, no, man exerted a wider con- 
trol. To-day a new generation, politi- 
cally speaking, lias comeupon the stage, 
and by these General Brady is scarcely 
known by name, while by the thousands 
who courted him in his days of pros- 
perity his very existence is apparently 
forgotten. So quickly do men drop from 
sight in tliis political Mecca!
